and their inventions; and his is the word which maxes wile men 
and women ; and th2 word is the ſeed ard Son of man, which 
ſeed is ſown in the field , and the field is the world, and there is 
ltony, thorny, and high way ground, and good ground, and ſo this 
1s an univertal doctrine, the univerſal ſeed that kurs the (tony , 
thorny, and high way ground, and falls upon all,only it is the good 
ground that brings forch fifcy, or ſixty, or a hundred fold ; and ſuch 
1s the high-way ground, they are (o tull of the fowles and the aire, 
chat ic takes it aWayzand ſuch as are ſown among thorns , they are 
ſo full of che cares of che world, and: the deceirtulneſs of riches , 
that che thorns choak it, and the cates of che world z they are 
ſuch Rony hearts that the ſeed hath not much earch, that when 
trials and perſecutions comes with irs heat.irs ſcorched by the hear 
of che Sun, and theretore be ye all warned of theſe natures , both 
of the ſtony and of the thorny, and of the high-way ground, and of 
the fowles, and of the aire. 

And friends, keep down feigned flattery : keep in the truth,thar 
brings ro plain heartedneſſe, that all may be the good ground, thar 
you may abound in goodneſl2, and righteouſneſle , and holineſle, 
tor peace is ſown to the righteous and upright in heart 3 and that 
you walk in the light , and the life, thar at may be your life,char 
you may have creaſure in your veſlels,that you may enter in with 
the bridegroom, through the oyle 1n your own Lamps, that you 
may inherit tae life thatis, that i8above all the fooliſh ralkers 
which be out of the peace ; andthe ſecond Adam, in whom the 
peace is, and the life z for th2y thar be in ſirife againſt the body: 
of Ghriſt, arein Adam inthe fall, and th2y are neither at Peace 
in themſelves with God, nor Chriſt, nor them that b2 in Chriſty.

Take heed of a falſ2 liberty in any thing to the fleth , bur keep 
your firſt love and habiration wn the power and cruth of God, for 
the lowly minde , the humble, and meek, and broken , and con- 
trice ſpiric and heart the Lord doth nor deſpiſe, bur exalc, 

Keep out of the many words of the world, and take heed of a 
liberty of going into them, bur keep in the power of theLord 
God, over a!l which was before all, and is over all, thac your 
lives and converſations may preach co all men, and adorn the 
truth ro God, and in the hearts of all men, 

Forſake nor of aſſembling your ſelves together.az the m:nner of 
ſome was in the b2ginning of the Apoſtactes , which entred into 
the reaſoning part, and ſo wenc from che exhorting daily, and che 
building, and the fellowſhip, and che comunion of the Saints in the 
ſpirit , and from the flocks, and the garden of God, which he wa- 
rers With his water of life , and feeds wirh hi: bread of he ; and 
{ers open his broad rivers, of living water rodrink, And ſuch as 
forſakes the aſſemblies of the righteous, ſome for fear of the earth 
and ſufferings, becomes quarrelling ſpirics, and ſo goes our of the 
path of the flocks footſteps, and fits nor down with the flock ar 
noon day, in the heavenly places in Chriſt Jeſur,for there the flocks 
meec, and there they have all a fountaine through which they have 
all one ſoul, and mind, and judgement, and hart, and ipirir, and 
comes to be gathered our of all rhe ſeparations , and (eas, .and

. And friends, take heedVf the Inventions and arts of che world, 
keep our of their rimes and their verſes, for they are the arts of 
men and Riirs up the light parc, and lifts up char, that pertains ro 

it 
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it ſelf, chat 4s ſtirred up, char will curn.in the endro the ſtrife, 
or the garth, with them char lives in the Word of God that never 
fell, changes, nor alters, do not but as you are moved by it, that 
will ftand and remain, in whom you may know a dwelling, lite 
over death, and before irwasz for the Serpent that got into A+ 
dam and Eve by diſobedience, they had dominion over all chings 
that God had made : yea, over the Serpent, and he came and told 
her thzy ſhould be as Gods, if they would eat of the Fruit that 
was forbidden, and chey thought to have as Gods,and robe made 
wiſe, and the devil came to be god, and they came to be ſlaves , 
and ſo he got into Adams hearc and Eves heart through their diſ-

Thirdly, if this Ralers meat be duſt that rules in the heart of 
the diſobedient , which got into Adams gnd Eves heart by diſo- 
bedience, what feeds the ruled upon che the Rulers meat be 
duſt ; for can any feed upon life;but they that come co the light and 
life, and truth in their own hearrs, by which cruch ſee how he gor 

in 
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in b; diſobedience, and how - cules the diſobedient : now 
do you think that the Devil would have any man or wo+ 
man, or his meſſengers or apoftles, to obey the truth and lighe 
in themſelves, then how can he rule in their hearts that wensg 
out of the truth? The Devil, the Serpent, got into their 
hearts by diſ.bedience, and ruled the diſobedient ; and there- 
fore its not like that the Devil, or his Meſſengers, or Prophets, 
or Apoſtles, would have any man or woman to obey the 
lighc,the tru.h in their own hearts; for if they obey the light 
the truth which the Devil is out of, and abide juſt, by this they 
come to go upright tromunder the (lavery of him which up- 
on his belly goes; they come to feed upon the life, Chrift, 
which was wich the Father before the world began ; not up- 
on the duſt,which be feeds upon which is our of che cruth, and 
they that he rules,are out of therruth, So its no ſtrange thing 
for him and his meſſengers to ſpeak againlt the light in che 
heart,for he hach made the world like a\Wildecneſfe,all wild & 
rough ; he that got in by diſobedience, and ru'es in the dit- 
obedient, it is por like that he would have people co 0- 
bey the light nor life wichin them, he that is out of truth, 
who got into {dom and Eve by diſobedience, and rules in 
all chem that are diſobedient, going roaring up and down, 
ſeeking whom he may devour ; and ſo Adam cams to be loſt 
and the Lamb came to be (lain from the foundation of the 
world ; a: dtherefore comes Chriſt the ficſt and the laft ro des 
ſtoy the Devil and his works in mens hearts, and ſanCtifies 
them by his blood,his life, which was the Sacrifice for the fins 
of the whole world, and deſtroyes the Devil and his warks, 
through death ; him that hath the power of death, and fan» 
Qihes and waſhes men and women, and preſents chem back 
again to God perk&; which the Devil would not have men 
and women to own perfteftion z who hath made them imper- 
fet,nor his meſſengers ; bur ic is Chriſt that deftroyes him and 
his works, and falch, Be perfelt, and preſents men and wom:n 
perfe& to God out of the fall, up to Adam before he fell; and 
not only there, but up to himlelf that never fell, the Royal 
Szed. And in him keep your mectings,and dwell in peace ana 
love, that the fruics of the Spirit may abound among you,

ved; for there they de our of the quietnef]:, and vuut of the reſt 
and pezce. Theretore in Chriſt that never fell, the peace, and 
reſt, and light, and life, and the power and truth live; and 
God is well plezſed, and doth accept you in his Son Chriſt 
Jeſus, in the Secd, in the light, in the truth, in the power of 
God, in the Rightecuſneſſe, and in the Wiſdom; but God 
doth not accept them nor you, as they and you be in Adam, 
in the fall, in cheir own righteouſnefle, in cheir own wiidom, 
out of the light, out of the truth, our of the life, and nox li. 
ving in it in, themſelves; and ſo Ged doth accept you in 
Chriſt the ſecond Adam, that never tel], and is well pleaſed 
with you in Chrift the ſecond Adam,that righteouſnefſe which 
was before Adam wargis in Chritt chat never fell, as you com 
out of Adam in the fall, and live in Chrift Jeſus that never 
fell, And fo Chriſt comes to be manifeſt in peoples hearts, and

Salc, and the Light of the world, now living in the ſubj.ting 
power, that ſubjc&s the contrary down, and gives to feel 
the Lord God, and keeps out of fears, and chat part as you 
keep in the ſudjeing power of God, is kept down ; keep in 
the wiſdome, in the ſubje&ting power, that keeps to the wit- 
neſs, and anſivers the witneſs in every one; and then ye 
come the wildome to receive,by which man is ordered to the 
glory of God, and is Juſtified ; Lay hands on no man ſudden- 
ly, but anſwering the witneſs of God there js ſafety, and 
there ye are preſe: ved, and kept over the whole world, fo all 
friends in the ſubje&ting power of the Lord, which ſubdaer,

now this 'alſe Church, this fenced Cicy caken, the walls tro» 

zn down, who comes t {ce to the Apoltles dayes, tread over 
the walls, the Judgment of the great Whore is come, (he 
Lamb again is known, the power ot God over all; ſy now the 
age is come, that God will ſhew forth his exceeding ich 
and kigdnels, ſ{»that whereby people comes to ſee to the Apa 
files dayer, the puwer and wildome which preſerves the Cicy, 
ſo being kept ia the power and wiſdome of God, you know 
the City of the living God, and che great City where all the 
Saints Prophets and Martyrs bath been lain by the Dcagons 
power ; ſo friends ſhall ſee clearly wherethere is no miſt,and 
ſo goes on in unity together, and feels over to the Apoſtles 
dayes, by the power of the Lord God, and ſo comes to know 
the kingdome where there is no end, the City of the living

power which will open, keep in the povver, vvhich is che au-

au:hority, the povver (hat brings in, that breaks open, then 
the thing is not u-urped, fo now the goipel, the povver of 
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God, goes forth over ail nations, kindreds ard rongnies 
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_ deceipt hath fpread it ſelre over all Nations, and this fenced 
City in the Dragons power ; now you know what a City is,
